1 AMENDMENT NO. 30 


(A constitutional amendment sub- 


mitted by the General Assembly, to 
do away with the double primary 
and to make appointive officials eli- 
gible to succeed themselves in of- 
fice.) 


The object of this amendment is to 


itf) eliminate two parts of Amendment 29 


of 'thq Arkansas consliluliOn, which 
was adopted by Ihc people at the 
General 
election 
two 
years 
ago. 


Amendment 29 was sponsored in 1938 
by a group of public-spirited citizens 
headed by Abe Collins of DcQuecn, 


Wand was designed principally lo re- 


gulate the filling of vacancies in of- 
fice. II was inspired by Ihe situation 
arising out of the death of Senator 
Joe Robinson and the uncertainties 
surrounding the selection of his suc- 


^L cessor. 


The two provisions which Amend- 


ment 30 would delete from Amend- 
ment 29 are (1) that which makes 
ineligible to succeed himself any of- 
ficial appointed, by the Governor, to 
fill u vacancy in office, and (2) that 


•^ which, by requiring n candidate to 


receive a majority of all votes casl 
in his race as a condition to party 
nomination, compels Ihe holding of 
double primaries. 


The reason why Amendment 2 made 
. a gubernatorial appointee lo a vacant 
•* office ineligible to succeed himself 


was that such a candidate, by the mere 
fact of holding the office, would have 
a distinct advantage over possible 
opponents at the next election, and 
the Governor, by giving that ad- 


0} vantage to friends, would be able to 


build up a potent political machine. 


The reasons why the framcrs of 


Amendment 30 would eliminate this 
provision are two. First, in many pub- 
lic offices, especially 'county offices, 
experience in the office is a princi- 
•' pal qualification. The present law 


makes an appointee ineligible lo be 
elected 
to his 
office 
as soon us 


he has gained u liltle bil of ex- 
perience in it. The second reason is 
gel a really competent man to give 


,_ up his regular employment to take 
W a public office for a short time only, 


knowing thai he cannot continue 
in the office.

FSCC Aids Reliefers 


The plain FSCC figures tell the 


story, 


Right now the food stamp plan is 


operating in 134 communities and is 
serving' some 3,000,000 persons. Un- 
der present plans, it will, soon be in 
operation in 200 cities and will be 
serving 5,000,000. 


So far (with one minor except- 


ion) only people certified as eligible 
for public relief can participate in 
the stamp plan. The 5^000,000 who 
will be taken care of when the pre- 
sent program reaches its maximum 
will constitute about one-fourth of the 
total eligible. Since experience 'has 
shown only, about three-fourths of 
those eligible actually take advant- 
age of the food stamps, the estimate 
is that to serve, all the relief fam- 
ilies in the country the stamp plan 
would have ,to be expanded to ac- 
commodate some 15,000,000 people. 


In addition to this group, the FSCC 


people figim: there are about 20,000,- 
MK) people in the nation, not on re- 
lief or eligible for it, who are in 
the extreme low-income bracket

The principal argument over Am«rtt 


ment 30 relates to the double prl 
maty.The double, of prefer«Mlal 
primary Is' an Institution pecullw- to 
the •. Southern states, where the dom 
tnance of the Democratic party leav- 
es little In th«s way of a contest In 
the general election. The double pr! 
mary assures against the election o 
minority candidates by insisting tha 
no one be nominated for an office 
unless he has a clear majority Vote 


It is customary for political organ- 


izations, when in power, 16 split uri 
the opposition by secinfl to it tha 
several candidates are offered again* 
the single machine candidate. Under 
the single primary system, the mac- 
hine candidate can thus secure re- 
nomination by a plurality, even though 
a majority of the voters is againsi 
him. 
Were ,it not for the double 


primary system in Louisiana, for ex- 
ample, the Long machine would still 
be in power there. In the last Demo- 
cratic prirriary there, Earl Long led 
m the first ballot against a field 
of opponents, but on tho second bal- 
lot the anti-Long majority was able 
to concentflito on a single candi- 
date, Sam Jones, and to nominate 
him. 


Tho double primary is generally un- 


[ popular with persons engaged in poli- 
tics. For one tHing, it adds to the 
expense of running for office, by com- 
pelling candidates to run 
in two 


elections successively. 
Again, 
there 


is a tendency at times for candidates 
eliminated in the first primary to 
join together with one of the sur- 
vivors against the other. They often 
try to "gang up" on tho man who 
led the ticket on the first ballot. It 
is said that the second man wins 
more often than the first man un- 
der this system. In addition, it is 
pointed out that the voters them- 
selves "get tired" of so many elect- 
ions, and sometimes lose interest 


. Furthermore, if a high state official, 
like the Governor, secures nominat- 
ion at tho first primary, he is in 
a position to exert a strong personal 
influence on the selection of lesser 
nominees at the second 
primary. 


It should be pointed out that one 


aspect of the present system is a re- 
sult of legislation only. That is the 
rule that, if there be only two can- 
didates for a particular office, their 
race is postponed to the second pri- 
mary.

AMENDMENT NO. 32 


(A constitutional amendment sub-

This amendment would only eli- 
minate the constitutional necessity for 
a double primary. It is very unlike-
